President Roosevelt, in a _ state- 
ment issued by the White House 
yesterday, and reccived from him at 
Corpus Christi, Texas, together with 
a note of protest from the State 
Department to the Japanese Govern- 
ment, said :— 

“The Press has just carried details 
of the American bombing of Japan 
a year ago, and giving the informa- 
tion that two crews of American 
bombers were captured by the 
Japanese. 

“On October 19 last year the 
United States Government learned 
from Japanese broadcasts of their 
capture, trial, and severe punish- 
ment. An endeavour was made to 
obtain confirmation, but it was not 
until March 12th this year that the 
Government received a communica- 
tion from the Japanese Government 
stating that these Americans had, in 
fact, been tried, and the death 
penalty pronounced upon them. It 
was further stated that the death 
penalty was commuted for some, but 
that sentence of death had been ap- 
plied to others,” said the President's 
statement.— (Reuter.) 

According to the Associated Press, 
the President's statement did not, 
say how many prisoners had been 
executed. ‘‘This recourse by our 
enemies to frightfulness is bar- 
barous.’’ the President said. ‘‘ The 
efforts of the Japanese war lords 
thus to intimidate us will utterly 
fail. It will make the American 
people more determined than ever 
to blot out the shameless militarism 
of Japan.’’ i 

Stating that he had instructed the 
State Department to make public the 
~| text of its note of protest, the Presi- 
dent said that the United States, in 
his communication, informed Japan 
that the American Government ‘ will 
hold personally and officially respon- 
sible for these diabolié’ crimes all 
those officers of the Japanese. Go- 
vernment who have participated 
therein, and will, in due course, bring 
those officers to justice.’’—(Asso- 
ciated Press.)

‘{the pledge to punish those .respon- 
sible for the executions covered civi- 
lians as well as military personnel,
